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General  Stephen  D 
1h*  found  in  the  walks  of  men 
morning  of  May  28th,  he  quietly  pawn'd 
out  of  this  mode  of  exiatenee.  He  had 
tfone  to  Vicksburg  to  participate  in  the  re- 
union exercises,  and,  on  Tuesday  the  26th, 
he  delivered  a great  address  to  the  re- 
union. and  a few  hours  aftetoards  recivcn 
a stroke  of  paralysis  from  which  he  never 
recovered,  dying  early  on  the  morning  of 
the  following  Thursday.  He  was  a sol- 
dier and  educator;  and.  greatest  of  all,  a 
consistent  Christian.  He  was  full  of 
years,  being  nearly  75  years  of  age.  He 
was  at  his  death  Commander-in-Chief  of 
the  I nited  Confederate  Veterans.

What  Christ  finished  was  finished  ‘‘ac- 
cording to  the  Scriptures."  Thia  is  no 

scene  of  defeat,  but  of  triumph.  For  this, 
J**siih  came  into  the  .world.

It  was  a real  joy  to  me  to  grasp  the 
hands  of  so  many  old  Alississippians  at 
Hot  Springs.  Then-  are  no  greater  folks 
on  the  earth  than  .Mississippi  Baptistts,  ac- 
cording to  my  thinking.  No  State  in  the 
ImmiihIh  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
has  made  such  marvelous  advances  in  our 
denominational  work  as  has  Mississippi. 
Surely  the  Lord  of  Hosts  is  using  your  peo- 
ple in  a most  remarkable  way. 

Texas  is  well  soaked  and  washed  by  the 
heaviest  rains  ever  known.  All  lines  of 
work  an-  gn-atly  hindered.  (Vnps  an* 
damaged — in  some  eases  ruined.  House* 
have  been  swept  away.  Lives  have  Is-eii 
lost.  And  thousands  of  dollars  have  been 
lost  by  the  recent  floods. 

Our  Baptist  work  moves  along  well,  un- 
ih*r  trying  difficulties.  The  eatnpaigii 
for  our  Memorial  Sanitarium  is  on;  but  on 
account  of  the  rains  will  <ot  reach  the 
ends  desired.  But  “the  Lonl  God  ruleth” 
and  we  an-  doing  our  very  beat,  leaving 
eonse«|ueiiC(*H  with  Him.

Dallas.  He  has  been  lionon*d  with  calls 
to  two  of  our  very  best  churches,  in  tin- 
last  year;  but  after  much  prayer  he  decline*! 
both.  He  goes  to  a field  of  much  promise. 
We  have  no  better  preachers  or  pastors 
than  George  Byron  Butler.  Few  men  have 
done  more  for  any  community,  in  recent 
years,  than  he  has  for  Bryan  and  adjacent 
communities. 

That  prince  of  Alississippi-Texas  pastors. 
Dr.  E.  E.  King  of  First  Church.  McKinney, 
has  recently  had  to  his  help,  in  a really 
great  revival.  Brother  George  C.  Cates, 
the  influence  of  the  meeting  reached  all 
sections  of  the  surrounding  country.

I mean  such  qualifications  a*  charac- 
ter, common  sense,  pulpit  ftbility,  social 
qualities  and  executive  capacity.  I have 
come  to  the  conclusion  that  nature  has  hut 
a certain  amount  of  talent  to  oestow  on  ev- 
ery preacher.  It  would  seem  that  if  he 
supplied  in  one  department  there  is 
iponding  deficiency  in  some  other. 
Some  wicked  wag  has  said  that  when  the 
Lord  gives  a man  a beautiful  tenor  voice 
he  gives  him  nothing  else.  'That  is  an  ex- 
treme statement,  but  it  has  some  truth  in  it. 
So  with  a preacher  if  he  has*,  for  instance, 
abnormally  developed  pulpit  powers  it  too 
often  means  that  he  is  sadly  lacking  in 
something  else.
